Re;  Amendment  of  SCS  Forms 
as  required  by  Executive 
Order  9701 

January  15 ,  1947 


TO  ALL  RA^STING  FIELD' OFFICERS: 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  Field  Memorandum  SCS  7^1113,  the  ad^’-ice 
of  the  Solicitor  was  requested  as  to  the  necessity  for  amendment  rf 
the  form  of  concessicaaire  agreements  and  easements  for  highways, 
pipe  lir.es,  pewer  lines,  etc.,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
r-isiens  of  Executive  Order  9701  vdth  respect  t«  fissionable  material. 

We  are  advised  by  the  Solicitor  that  these  forms  of  instruments  come 
iivithin  the  provisions  of  Executive  Order  9701  and  it  is  legally  ad¬ 
visable  to  irisert  therein  the  following  express  prevision  reseiv^ing 
to  the  United  States  all  fissionable  natsrials,  and  authorizing  it 
to  praspect  for,  mine,  ana  remen'e  such  materials: 

Ihe  United  States  reserves  to  itself  and  its 
assigns  all  fissionable  materials  in,  upon, 

•  r  under  the  aforesaid  lands,  together  mth 
the  usual  mining  rignts,  powers  and  privileges, 
including  the  right,  at  any  ana  all  tim.es,  to 
enter  upon  the  land  and  to  use  such  j^arts  of 
the  surface  as  may  be  necessary  in  prospecting 
for,  rmning,  saving  and  removing  said  fission-^ 
able  materials. 

Accordingly,  all  concessionaire  agreements  and  i oims  of  agreements 
by  which  easements  for  highv;ays,  pipe  lines,  power  lines,  and  other 
types  of  right-of-way  are  granted,  shall  hereafter  include  the  above 
quoted  pr'^vision. 
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
